When I first drove through a native 


city In Japan. I thought that every 
ether shop waa a top-shop, and I nsver 
could have belieied that the world 
contained so many children, for coin- 
ing Is too yoaag to play on the mika- 
do's highway Ia Japan. Doll-like girls 
ol a few yeirs old. dressed exactly like 
their little mothers except for their 
gayer clothes and fantastically shavea 
heads, carry jeltow-faced babies cf a 
few months old. tied oa to their bicij. 
while they play Ingenious games with 
gorfeous balls mate cf tcarlet and 
gold silk, or fart about oa their hl;i 
woodea clogs after the falling shuttle- 
cock, which they will send bounding 
>P again over the tops of their paper 
homes with a wooden battledore decor- 
ated on one side with the gaudily 
palated head of a womaa of the Yoshi- 
wara. 


But I sooa learned that the street! 


were fall of babies because the hoasej 
were all emptyr No one la the real 
Japaa ever saw a baby sleeping la a 
cot while its mother was working or 


la Japan you must go to the temple*. 
In the courts of the house of Buddha 
holiday-attired children swarm like 
hiving bees, as gcrgcons as Red Al- 
miral batterfilea la their rich brocades 
acd crimson obis. It 1s there that jay 
see the best toy-shops, txxh tor girls 
and boys, and U Is there, ucder the 
shade of the sacred temple trees, that 
their.little parents seem to have left 
their mill cares and re;ponslbilties 
of life behind them Ia their 
paper 


hones acd are children again, not 
cnly la heart, but in deeds. 


But these erdless temple-fairs and 


festivals, whert the western world tor 
many years ieirts strange lessons in 
the simple pleasures of life and In the 
peace which flows from gentle hearts 
are. alas! ;;«duilly growin; fewer 
and fever, for board schools will cot 
permit almost as many holidays In the 
year as there are saints' days la the 
Catholic calendar. Ii the real Japan 
children never went to school. They 
were taught at home. But It would be 
wrong to give the lajpressioa that. 
though they live in their streets where 
they are protected from all dangers 
by dozens cf strange little charms. 
they receive co proper home training. 
Perhaps no other children la the world 
ever did receive such a strict home 
training or were educated so carefully 
as the childrea of vanishing Japaa.

do.

ture. History before the days ol 
schools were also taught by card play- 
Ing, and the Famous One Hundred 
Poems of the elazsles. known as tte 
Hiyaklala. which Is the household Bi- 
ble of Japaa. was learnt by games of 
proverbs. The courage cf children, es- 
pecially boys, was tested by the telling 
of thrilling ghost stories la eerie 
places or In the half-light round the 
hibachi ca winter nights. Little girls 
had famous examples recorded to them 
of filial piety aad obedience by the 
story of some virtuous daughter, who 
sold herself to a life of misery to save 
her parents from starvation.

Ia Japaa there is a very hard aad 


fast line drawn between the moral 
training aad the education of boys 
and glrU. You seldom see boys and 
girls playing Ia the streets together.

When a little girl 
loses she sticks a straw [a her hair. 


At the different festivals for boys 


aad girls the mark of sex U easily dis- 
tinguishable. Oa the days of the boys* 
fe"stlva1_ the whole city lies ander a 
heavea "of floating carps made of hol- 
low gaily-palcted paper. Every street 
Is lined with bamboo poles, from which 
carp fly eat Into the breeze like flag* 
ta testify the fact that the Japanese 
maa-chlld Is capable of fighting Its way 
en-stream igalnst all the adverse car- 
rents of life. Oa the day of tbe girls' 
festival every stall aad shop groans 
under the burden ct solemn faced doll*.
